He said he expects they will 
he received after additional!

into effect and an understand- 
ing is reached oh the interpre- 
tation of certain passages. 

Church said he has not yetj 
read the directives, of which 
there are several hundred. But 
he said he has read the report 
sent by ClA Director William 
E. Colby to President Ford on 
allegations of CIA domestic, 
spying. Church said its con-j 
tents are not “all that remark- 
. able.” 

Church said the White 
House agreement to turn over 
the directives is consistent 
with Mr. Ford’s pledge to co- 
operate with the investigation 
of intelligence agencies, 
y The committee yesterday 
•.heard testimony of former De- , 
fense Secretary Clark Cl if- i 
rs’rd, who helped draft the leg- 1 
islation creating the CIA~mj 
--1947. Clifford said he told the 
committee the law has become 
“obsolete” because mahy of its 
^provisions have proved to be 
'“uncertain.”
